Two other comp anions 
of Abels were also shot, but will re­ 
cover. 
Mrs. Lewis, mother of the victim, 
stated tod ay that an account of the 
traged y 
ap p earing 
in the Ind iana­ 
p olis Sund ay Star, in the form of a 
d isp atch 
from 
Sp ringfield , O., was 
wrong, 
and that the trio were not 
entering a store, hut were shot while 
stand ing in an alley , some d istance 
from the rear of the hard ware store. 
She stated that the 
three 
y oung 
men were d rinking and the marshall 
step p ed up on them 
and 
flashed 
a 
light in their faces, and when y oung 
Abels turned 
his 
hotly 
from 
the 
light, he shot him, the bullet enter­ 
ing his intestines. An investigation is 
lieing mad e to d etermine where 
the 
boy s got the 
liquor, 
accord ing 
to 
Mrs. Lewis.

The case was d elay ed this morn­ 
ing, when the state p rep ared to tile 
a motion for continuance, because 
one of the witnesses was -aid to be 
sick, but before action was taken on 
the motion, the witness ap p eared - 
and an attemp t was mad e to get a 
jury , although after thirty were ex ­ 
amined by 2:30 this afternoon, the 
jury was not imp anelled . 
Johnson was arrested 
last sum-! 
mer in Squire Stech's 
court on 
a 
charge of p etit larceny , to wit, “p ork 
on foot.” The case was investigated : 
by the grand jury and an nd ictment 
returned . 
It is charged 
that 
on March 8 . 
1920, lie bought 8 head of hogs from 
Arthur Messiek, and in ord er to d e­ 
termine the weight of the hogs, 
he 
had 
to 
find the net weight of the 
wagon. Messiek alleges that Johnson 
p ut 8 2 p ound s of rocks und er the 
seat, which were weighed m as 
the 
wagon and d ed ucted from the weight 
of the hogs, which mad e

short 8 2 p ound s of “p ork on foot.”

' polis Sunday Star, in the form of a 
dispatch froni " Springfield, 0., was 
•wrong, and that the trio were not 
entering a store, but were shot while 
standing in aii alley, some distance 
from the rear of the hardware store. 


She stated that the three young 


men were drinking and the marshall 
stepped upon them and flashed a 
light in their faces, and when young 
Abels/turned his body from 
the 


light/ he shot him, the bullet enter- 
ing his intestines. An investigation is 
being made to determine where the 
boys-pot the liquor, according to 
Mrs. Lewis.

The'other two companions then 


opened fire on the officer and he re- 
turned fire, wounding both-of them, 
but not seriously. Abels was remoV- 
ed to a hospital, where he died Sat- 
urday morning following an opera- 
tion.

Housekeeper Measuring Wjth a Tea- 


spoon Shduld Fill It "Level," Not 


: 
"Heaping," Says Office of 


Home Economics. 


Five cubic centimeters is what the 


bureau of standards has set as the 
theoretical quantity a teaspoon holds, 
but all spoons do not conform to this. 
The housekeeper measures with a tea- 
spoon .and should fill it "level," not 
"heaping." 
How many teaspoonfuls 


floes a pound of baking powder con- 
tain? Apparently the number depends 
on yourself, upon the spoon used- upon 
the brand of baking powder you buy, 
upon the can in the lot which you 
happen to get, and upon a few other 
factors which, though seemingly in- 
conseauential, -do enter into the prob 
lem. 


A pound of baking powder lasts 


longer with some -cooks than it does 
•with others. In an endeavor to learn 
•where the difference is made the ex- 
perimental kitchen in the office of 
home economics of the United States 
Department of Agriculture recently 
conducted a series of experiments. 


Various tvpesjjf cooking teaspoons 


•were first experimented with to de- 
termine the exact amount held in 
each case. Both the ordinary teaspoon 
and those "measuring spoons" which 
are linked together in sets were test- 
ed. .A variation of from 126 to 150 
teaspoonfuls was found in the same 
pound can .when different teaspoon 
were used. 


The personal equation also enters 


into the amount which is called a 
easpoonful. It was found the differ- 
ences due to individual manipulation 
ranged from 10 per cent to 30 per 
cent,-a wider range of variation than 
those due to the different capacities 
of different teaspoons.

The bill is designed to protec 


and where possible perpetuate at thi 
same time judiciously exploit 
the 


resources of Indiana. 


Section 1 of the proposed 
bil 


reads that every operator and -pro- 
ducer of natural resources shall be 
required to submit a verified report 
to ^he director of the state conser- 
vation department on or before the 
first day of February of each year, 
showing the land and amount oi 
natural resources produced by saw 
operator or other producer 
daring 


the last peceeding calendar year. 
The bill makes plain' tjhat such data 
shall not be used for the purpose of 
taxation. Resources included in the 
bill are limestone, sandstone, shale 
glass, sands, molding sands, clays 
petroleum, or crude oil and such 
other natural'resources as the De- 
partment of Conservation may add 
from time to time. 


Under the proposed bill manufac- 


turers, are also required to submit a 
report be''«iv the first day of Feb- 
uary of each year of the kind and 
amount of raw material used ' by 
each and where' the material was ob- 
tained. Failure to submit such re- 
ports within thirty days from the 
time they are due subject the op- 
erator or producer to prosecution 
for a misdemeanor, and if 
found 


guilty, to a fine in any sum not less 
tJian $50-and not more than $500.

of 


veterans and for buying farms, ob" 
tainiug medical relief and securing 
educations. Bonus bills 'have been 
proposed in a score or more1 other 
state legislatures, but have not yet 
been enacted. 


The states that have so far 
exr 


tended financial relief in payment in 
part, at least, of its gratitude to its 
sons and daughters for their valiant 
service during the great conflict, are 
New York, New Jersey, Minnesota, 
North Dakota, Wisconsin, Washing- 
ton, Massachusetts, Rhode Island, 
Maine. New Hampshire 
and 
Ver- 


mont. 


New York's appropriation, natur- 


ally Heads the list in point of size, on 
account, of 
the fact 
that that 


state, with approxnmately 10 per 
cent of the nation's population, had 
the largest enrollment. Tlie amount 
the Albany legislature voted for 
soldier bonuses was $45,000,000. 
This sum was approved by the vot- 
ers in a referendum a.t the Novem- 
ber' election. 


Other amounts, where definitely 


set, follow: New Jersey, $12,000,- 
000; 
Minnesota, $20,000,000; Wis- 


consin, 
$25,000,000? Washington, 


$11,000,000; North Dakota, $600,- 
000 (first year.) 


In Massachusetts, Maine, New 


Hampshire, Vermont and Rhode Is- 
land the bonus decided on was $100 
for each recipient, the amount to be 
raised by taxation. 


In Alabama the legislature can- 


celled the veteran's .poll taxes for 
five years. 


Efforts were made in Illinois and 


Maryland last year to pass a bonus 
bill at. the state legislatures, 
but 


they failed. A provision for soldiers 
aid was.-defeated by the Missouri 
electorate at the last election. 


Further legislation is necessary in 


New York to determine a method of 
paying the bonus. Shortly after the 
legislature meets at Albany next 
month, it is expected that a commis- 
sion will be created to work out a 
scheme. Soldiers, sailors, marines 
and nurses are to receive $10 for 
each month of service. No officer 
above rank of captain may partici- 
pate iu the bonus. 


New Jersey created a bonus com- 


mission to carry out the provisions 
of the soldier aid law approved by 
the voters. Every into and woman 
from New Jersey who volunteered 
Or who was inducted 5nto service 
under the draft laws will receive 
$10 for each month of service, the 
aggregate individual bonus not to 
amount to more than $100 however. 


Minnesota granted $15 for^ each 


month of service. The funds are to 
be raised by the sale of certificates 
of indebtedness sufficient 
to 
pay 


110,000 bonuses.
